THE WORK OF SUPPLY AND 
TRANSPORT

This is the first of a series of articles dealing with some 
of the lesser-known units which help to maintain the fighting 


forces.

Napoleons famous dictum, an 
narches on its stomach, is only half-true 
to-day. The modern army does very little 
marching, but the soldier still requires to be 
fed, and in Eire it is the duty of the Supply 
and ‘Transport Service—more popularly known 
as S. and T.’’—to ensure that the soldier 
is moved from point to point at high speed 
and also to maintain his supplies and rations. 
Ít is the proud claim of the Department of 
Defence that the Eire Army is the only 
army in the world to be completely mecha- 
nised, a position which has been achieved 
by the work of the officers in the Supply and 
Transport Service. Virtually every vehicle 
in the Army—with the exception of tanks 
and armoured cars—comes under the control 
of this service, and its base workshops form 
the largest garage in the country, Within 
recent months Éosareds of vehicles of all 
types have passed through the workshops— 
from the 10 h.p. runabout cars to the omni- 
buses now being converted into nine-stretcher 
„„

ambulances. Apart from designing and build- 
ing new vehicles, it is the duty of the work- 
shops to keep all Army vehicles on the road : 
not an easy task, because the number in use 
now runs well into four figures 


ALL AGES AND TYPES 


To drive. and maintain these vehicles many 
new recruits have joined the Supply and 
Transport Service. They are men of all 
ages and all types <A few days ago I talked 
with a group of recruits who had just 
arrived—they ranged from a youth not yet 
out of his apprenticeship to men of twenty- 
eight years’ experience in the motor trade. 
In normal times this section trains its own 
mechanics; the needs of the emergency, how. 
ever, have been so great that men with ex- 
perience are of considerable value; but still 
the training of the younger men goes on. 

One of the difficulties experienced by the 
British Army during its withdrawal from 
France was the fact that it had not sufficient 
facilities for towing its equipment from the 
field. Such a difficulty can never be created 
for the Eire Army, because the base work- 
shops have fitted every vehicle with towing 


army 


gear to drag guns, field kitchens and every 
other type of wheeled equipment. 

Combat cars—known to the troops as 
** bug-chasers”—six-wheeled artillery limbers, 
signal vans and ambulances, apart from the 
hundreds of military lorries, pass through the 
workshops on their way to the units to help 
keep up the high degree of mobility which is 
so important to the country's defence. 


RESERVE DRIVERS 


Away from the headquarters and base 
workshops there is a dépét school, which pro- 
vides a reserve pool of drivers to be drawn 
on whenever the need arises. In each com- 
mand area in the country, too, workshops are 
maintained where the ordinary running 
repairs are carried out.

Big ration stores handle the many other 
commodities which go to make up the daily 
rations—tea, sugar, butter (margarine is 
unheard of in the Army), jam, flour, bacon 
and eggs. Each day “ 8 and T.“ men have 
to issue the rations, and it is men trained 
by this service who cook the meals. The 
School of Cookery produces men who can cook 
under all possible conditions—on the elaborate 
ovens in barracks, on mobile field kitchens, 
or on stoves improvised by themselves with 
earth and a few pieces of old corrugated iron. 

Under war conditions the second line trans- 
port must get the rations and other supplies 
through to the fighting units wherever they 
may be, and for that reason every driver is 
a full ae and fully-trained soldier, He 
not alone drives his vehicle, but he carries a 
rifle, and Lewis and Bren guns are mounted 
by the columns to combat aerial attacks.

Latvis, and Estonia have joined the Soviet 
Union. They were the last of the States 
that constituted Georges Clemenceau's 
cordon sanitaire—the barrier that was 
erected in order to keep Bolshevism away 
from Western Europe; and their removal 
from the map of Europe gives the Russians 
once again à common frontier with 
Germany. From the reports which reached 
London ‘yesterday it would seem as if a 
kind of political miracle had becurred. 
No nations on the Continent were so 
jealous of their independence as this trio 
of small Baltic republics. Even in the 
old days of Russian rule the Balts—who 
were largely of: Teutonic origin—never 
took kindly to their Slav masters; and 


developed nationalist tendencies of an 


almost aggressive type. It is all the more 
difficult, theréfore, to swallow the story 
that Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia, on 
the same day, and by unanimous votes of 
their Parliaments. decided of their own 
free will and accord to abandon their 
independent existences and to become 
absorbed in the Union of Soviet Republics. 
Since the. invasion’ of Poland by the 
Russians the Baltic States have been 
terrified of the Soviets. They have been 
doing everything in their power to keep 
on good terms with Moscow in order, pre- 


semblance of freedom; and it was on 
Russian advice that all three States 
recently elected new National Assemblies. 
These Assemblies now have voted away 
their independence, and Bolshevist Con- 
stitutions will be introduced immediately. 
Before the vote was taken in Kaunas, the 
Lithuanian Premier, Monsieur Justas 
Poleckis, and the Minister of the Interior, 
Monsieur Gidvila, addressed the Seym at 
some length on the history of Lithuania’s 
twenty years of self-government. We are 
not told what they said; but the fact that 
voting in favour of immediate union with 
the Soviets was unanimous speaks for- 
itself. 

One of the first reforms that will be 
undertaken. in the three Baltic States will 
be regulation of the land problem and 
dispossession of banks and big indus- 
trial concerns. Most of the large land- 
owners im thé former Baltic provinces 
happen to be Germans.

pass from the European scene, helpless 
victims of the lust for power. The more 
it changes, the more it is the same thing. 
Soviet Russia to-day is just as strongly 
“‘imperialistic’’ as ever the Russia of the 
Romanoffs was. Comrade Stalin has had 
his will of Poland; he has re-established 
Russia’s influence along the Baltic 
coast, much, we may assume, against. the 
will of the Germans, who are anxious to 
turn the Baltic into a German lake; and 
he also is turning his attention to the 
Balkans. Peter the Great, and every 
Russian ruler who followed him, coveted 
Constantinople, and the fact that Comrade 
Stalin desoribes himself not as Tsar of all 
the Russias, but as Secretary-Genoral of 
the Communist Party, makes just as little 
difference as the fact that Constantinople 
has changod its name to Istanbul. Already 
the Russiaus have taken possession of. 
Bessarabia and the Northern Bukovina. 
They took the fullest advantage of the 
Molotofi-von Ribbentrop pact to insist on 
their due share of territorial booty, and 
chose a moment to strike against Rumania 
when the Germans had their hands full 
elsewhere. Rumania’s first care was to 
establish a semi-Fascist Government in 
Bucharest in the hope that she might 
enlist German sympathy against Moscow ; 
and to some extent, at any rate, she 
succeeded. It appears now, however, that

There may have 
been some excuse for a rigid censorship in 
France, since many French newspapers 
before the war so far surpassed the limits 
of freedom as to be dangerously irre- 
sponsible, while some were actually 
corrupt Yet the cure, if Lord Strabolgi's 
judgment is correct, proves to have been 
worse than the disease, and a foolishly 
| strict censorship has helped to place the 
proud French nation where it is. The 
Press of Great Britain is in a different 
case. There is no argument for severe 
control. Newspapers which are in doubt 
whether such-and-such an item ought tc 
be printed almost invariably refer it to 
the Ministry of Information and abide 
by the Ministry’s decision. Where they 
act on their own immediate responsibility, 
their judgment usually is sound—sounder, 
often, than that of the pundits of the civil 
service who are set in authority over 
them. To interfere with the voluntary 
system, which has worked so well, would 
be an act of folly, if only because it 
would convert the Press’s attitude of 
eager co-operation with the Government 
into one of mute hostility. The Press is a 
powerful weapon in war, and nobody 
better realises that fact—or is more deeply 
conscious of the responsibility which it 
imposes—than the journalist himself. 


Queer Degrees

times, seem almost to compete with each 
other to provide the world with light read- 
ing in its newspapers. Indeed, without 
those two delightful territories the news- 
papers would have been very hard pressed 
in recent years to find anything more 
readable than another incident or the 
details of some fresh international crisis.

LORD STRABOLGI’S PLEA

with a high standard of honour. Editors, 
leader-writers, reporters and correspondents 
were the best censors, and knew what to 
print and what to leave out. The keeping 
up of the public morale and the “grass 
of the news could be left safely in their 
experienced hands. One of the main causes 
of the breakdown of public morale in France 
was the suppression of all free opinion in the 
French newspapers. } 


NO COMPULSION 


Mr. Harold Nicholson, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Information, speaking 
at Hendon yesterday, said that voluntar 
censorship of the Press worked fairly well, 
and the Government was not going to resort 
to compulsion. “ I trust,” he said, that no 
strain through which we may have to pass 
will lead any foolish people to imagine it 
will Fe necessary for us to suppress free com- 
ment and free criticism on the part of the 
Press. Such a system of voluntary censor- 
ship would have been impossible without the 
ready co-operation of the Press. I pay grate- 
ful tribute to the good sense, the patience, 
admirable temper and very real intelligence 
with which the Press have co-operated with 
the Ministry in this task.“ 

The Ministry, he said, does not desire to 
dictate to the citizens what they should 
think, say, feel or hear. It does not pry upon 
the private thoughts of the pedple ; it deat 
not bully and it does not sneak. The health 
of a great community like ours, the actual 
blood stream of a free nation, is dependent 
absolutely on the freedom of the Press.

TIPPERARY, Sunday. 

The Rev. J. M. Hayes, founder ‘of Muintir 
na Tire, speaking at the annual meeting of 
the parochial guild in Tipperary to-day, said 
that they had many reasons for being proud. 
Three and a half years ago the first parochial 
guild and enna was established in Tip- 
perary Parish. To-day there were sixty of 
them in Ireland, and the nation had accepted 
the principle originally put into practice in 
ue rary. 

e crisis that was upon us was un- 
doubtedly a disturbing factor and showed the 
necessity of voluntary parochial organisation, 
but the decay in civic spirit and in the idea 
of responsibility to the community was a atill 
more disturbing factor, threatening to Le 
more disastrous to their national hfe than 
any crisis. 

“We are glad,” said Father Hayes, that 
the Government has accepted the voluntary 
system and is 82 it in 2 bill. 
What has the Parochial Guild done in Tip- 
perary? It has brought harmony and peace 
among all classes. There is one factory em- 
ploying over fifty men that owes its exist- 
ence to Muintir na Tire. There are rural 
cottages and relief schemes. These are a few 
of the fruits of the organisation, and let 
me say that we owe a debt of gratitude to 
Archdeacon Nolan, our parish priest and 
president, who has never forgotten the needs 
of his people.” 

There will be a new world, he continued, 
after this present crisis is over» It was a bad 
old world for many of us as it was. What kind 
of a world will the new world be? Let us, 
in God's name, make it a world that will 
guarantee a decent living to every man and 
woman in Ireland—a world governed by the 
principles of Christian charity and justice.
